Prophet Francis 

The media have reacted strongly to text of Pope Francis, Evangelii Gaudium, or 
"The Joy of the Gospel." An editorial by Adam Shaw (Fox News) was titled 
TOPE FRANCIS IS THE CATHOLIC CHURCH'S OBAMA - GOD HELP US." 
Rush Limbaugh said, " This is just pure Marxism coming out of the mouth of the 
pope." Andrew Napolitano (Fox News) described the pope's views as Marxist, 
fascist or socialist. Yet, he describes himself as a "traditionalist Roman Catholic." 

The good news is that everyone is interested in what Pope Francis has to say. 
With his plain spoken approach, Francis has captured the hearts of ordinary 
people, fallen away Catholics, and even anti-Catholics. This week I spoke with a 
man who has been away from the Church for 20 years, but he is reading Evangelii 
Gaudium. Francis is the most searched-for name on the internet and the most 
talked about person on Facebook. And he's TIME'S Person of the Year. 

Unfortunately, many are not very good at reading his words within the 
Tradition of the Church. They seem to have little knowledge of the recent popes 
whom Francis quotes in the document. They do not realize that his ideas are 
biblically based and solidly rooted in Catholic Tradition. In response to Adam 
Shaw, Fr. Andy Alexander, SJ (Creighton University) wrote: 

" [Francis is] quoting directly from encyclicals and exhortations from John 
XXIII, Paul VI, John Paul II, and Benedict XVI. No legitimate reading of 
that document would lead to the conclusion that Pope Francis is 
reversing the teaching of the Church on anything. . . . 

I also suspect. . . that there are many Catholics, who have received Pope 
Francis' teaching as an examination of conscience and are more humbly 
saying, "I have a lot to reflect upon because the Holy Father of my 
Church is presenting me with some very deep reflections, based upon 
this long, consistent tradition of the Church and so I have to re-think a lot 
of things." 

I am about halfway through reading Evangelii Gaudium. He writes much like 
he preaches, with striking images and thought-provoking words. He challenges 
everyone - clergy and lay people, consecrated religious, government officials, 
business owners, etc. It's true that Francis causes one to make an "examination of 
conscience." Not because he preaches fire and brimstone, but because his words 
about Christ's mercy or his application of the Gospel to the Church and society 
cut to the heart. 

Have you taken time to read anything from Pope Francis? I am often amazed 
at how religiously people listen to their favorite media personalities (on the right 
or left). Some follow their words more closely than anything from Francis or 
Church teaching or even the Gospel. What is your religion? Where do you spend 
most of your time? Whose words occupy your heart? Who energizes you about 
the issues in society? 

Some are calling Francis 'progressive.' Yet, Tom Krattenmaker (USA TODAY) 
seems to have said it best: "Pope Francis is not liberal or conservative: He is 
prophetic." Have you taken the time to listen to this prophet? Do you allow the 
words of the Scripture to feed your soul or prick your conscience? You will find 
much more food for thought in these sources than in the witty, yet often shallow 
and sarcastic voices on national TV. Peace in Christ , Fr. Steve
